HE  very  general  and  liberal  Approba- 
tion and  Patronage  with  which 
the  Opulent  and  Humane  have  ho- 
noured and  advantaged  this  CHARI- 
I TY,  during  a Period  of  eight  revol- 
ving Years  j with  the  beneficial  Ten- 
dency of  it,  in  contributing  to  fenfibly 
obviate  the  Dominion  of  Difeafe ; thus  effectually 
alleviating  or  removing  the  Sufferings  of  the  Indigent ; 
are  moft  convincing  Atteftations  of  its  peculiar  and 
entenfive  Utility. 
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The  Surgical  and  Midwifery  Departments  have 
afliduoufly  adminiftered  their  refpedtive  Aids,  in  Seafons 
of  imminent  Danger  and  exquifite  Solicitude  : whilft 
the  baneful  Prevalency  of  Contagious  Maladies, 
to  which  populous  and  commercial  Situations  are  efpe- 
daily  liable,  have  been,-  in  many  Inftances,  anticipated 
and  prevented  by  the  unremitting  Employment  of  every 
requifite  Antidote  and  Precaution. 

Thefe  Obfervations  may  properly  lead  to  more  par- 
ticularly inveftigate  the  complicated  and  important 
Concernments  of  this  Inftitution.  During  the  Sum- 
mer, a few  inflammatory  Cafes,  chiefly  pleuritic  and 
rheumatic , probably  excited  by  accidental  E^pofure  to 
the  cold  and  moift  State  of  the  Atmofphere,  pcAverfully 
obtained.  The  malignant  Fever  of  the  Spring,  which 
long  infefted  feveral  confined  Parts  of  the  Town,  being 
apparently  eradicated  ; and  it  was  not  till  the  Approach 
of  the  Winter  that  this  Contagion  recurred  with  any 
fenlible  Virulency. 

As  the  Aids  and  Attentions  of  this  Charity  have  been 
principally  directed  to  prevent  its  Communication  and 
moderate  its  Violence,  a few  Intimations,  in  Addition  to  ' 
thofe  of  our  former  Reports,  briefly  tracing  the  Pro- 
grels,  enumerating  the  eflential  Symptoms,  and  deter- 
mining the  Charadter  and  Events  of  this  alarming  Epi- 
demic, may  be  probably  acceptable. 

The  firft  Objedts  of  it  (63)  occurred  in  an  elevated 
and  generally  accounted  very  healthy  Diftridl.  Not- 
withstanding the  Malignancy  of  the  Diftemper,  from 
which  few  of  the  Inhabitants  who  came  within  the 
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Sphere  of  its  A&ivity  efcaped,  two  only  proved  fatal 
Cafes  ; and  even  thefe  had  previoufly  fuffered  the  Effe&s 
of  Age  or  Infirmity . Two  hundred  and  thirty  three* 
refiding  in  different  fituations,  were  afterwards  admit- 
ted; the  total  Number  amounting  to  310. 

The  following  Systematic  Extract  from  the 
Apothecary’s  REGISTER  will  difplay  the  State  of  this 
Contagion  for  the  laft  eight  Months,  and  evince  its  Ter- 
mination to  have  been  by  no  Means  fo  deftrudtive  as  was 
generally  apprehended.

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The  Symptoms  of  this  Epidemic  were  in  many  Re- 
fpedts  fimilar  tothofe  noted  in  the  Records  of  this  Cha- 
rity for  the  Years  1784--5  ; with  this  Singularity,  that 
the  debilitating  Influence  of  Contagion  was  more  ma- 
nifeftly  obviou§  : accurately  difcriminating  the  prefent 
Character,  it  certainly  determined  the  future  Event  of 
Difeafe.  LaJJitude  and  Langour , with  a remarkable 
Senflbility  to  the  Effects  of  Cold,  invariably  preceded 
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that  painful  Affedion  of  the  Head  and  Back  which  foon 
..after  indicated  the  pofitive  Attack  of  Fever ♦ An  in- 
tenfe  Degree  of  Heat  fucceeded,  and  when  accompanied 
by  an  univerfal  and  moderate  Tendency  to  Perfpiration, 
generally  became  the  falutary  Remedy  of  Nature  ; 
which,  if  interrupted,  it  was  the  Province  of  Art  to 
excite  and  govern* 

By  thefe  Means  the  Crifis  would  be  fometimes  fa- 
vourably formed  at  the  early  Period  of  the  third  or 
feventh  Day.  In  Cafes  of  imminent  Danger,  an  infu- 
perable  wakeful  Propenfity  and  Inquietude  prevailed ; 
with  Stupor,  Delirium,  and  various  fpafmodic  Affec- 
tions ; the  Difeafe  being  for  the  moft  Part  fatally  ter- 
minated on  the  eleventh  Day  : If  it  was  longer  pro- 
traded,  a State  of  malignant  Putrefcency  obtained,  indi- 
cating a more  tedious,  yet  equally  unpropitious  Event. 

The  peculiar  Circumftances,  highly  qualified  to  in- 
creafe  the  Power  and  aggravate  the  Virulency  of  Con- 
tagion, were  the  unwholefome  Food  which  the  Poor,  from 
the  Scarcity  of  Provifions,  unavoidably  employed ; the 
putrid  Emanations  with  which  the  Air  in  confined  Ha- 
bitations is  abundantly  impregnated ; and  the  Want  of 
Ckanlinejs  in  their  Perfons  and  Cloathing.  To  thefe, 
as  a more  immediate  exciting  Caufe,  may  be  added, 
their  incautious,  frequent  Intercourfe  with  infetted  Fla- 
xes and  People . 

The  infalubrious  State  of  the  Air,  in  the  Abodes  of 
the  Indigent  Sick,  was  correded  and  obviated,  fo 
far  as  their  Situations  would  admit,  by  conftant,  com- 
plete Ventilation ; the  immediate  Removal  of  the  conta - 
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tmnaied  Articles,  (an  abundant  Source  of  malignant 
Effluvia)  which  were  repeatedly  immerfed  in  cold  Wa- 
ter, left  the  Vapour  excited  by  Heat,  acrimonioufly  vo- 
latilizing the  Poifon,  Ihould  communicate  the  Diftem- 
per.  And,  as  there  can  be  no  Mean  more  conducive  to 
the  faluta~y  Purpofes  of  preventing  Contagion  and  pre- 
ferving  Health,  than  that  of  Cleanlinefs,  a diligent  At- 
tention to  the  Circumftances  immediately  or  remotely 
connected  with  it  have  been  every  where  efpecially 
inculcated. 

The  Effluvia  of  Lime , when  pulverized  by  frequent 
Additions  of  Imall  Quantities  of  Water,  and  the  Va- 
pours of  Tobacco,  Tar,  and  Vinegar,  were  alfo  copioufly 
employed  ; with  the  occafional  Explofion  of  Gnn-pow - 
der,  and  the  various  Modes  of  Fumigation  by  Sulphur , 
juniper  Berries,  Myrrh,  Camphor,  Aromatic  Herbs,  or 
' any  other  Article  poffeffed  of  pungent  and  penetrating 
Odour. 

Had  the  Clemency  of  the  Weather  permitted.  Cold, 
Bathing,  particularly  to  Children,  would  have  been 
ufeful.  \ 

Relative  to  a Subjedt  obvioufly  connedted  with  the 
primary  and  moft  beneficial  Interefts  of  the  Communi- 
ty, as  profefiional  Guardians  of  the  Public  Weal,  we 
would  anxioufly  wilh,  fjrom  the  fulleft  Convidtion  of 
their  Expediency,  feveral  of  the  above  Injundtions  to 
be  ftridtly  executed,  when  even  the  Apprehenfion  of 
Danger  from  infedtious  Difeafe  is  totally  removed  s 
and,  efpecially,  as  the  bell  general  Antidote  to  Con- 
tagion, we  earneftly  recommend  to  the  lower  Clafs  of 
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People,  the  frequent  Application,  at  leaft  twice  in  a 
Year,  of  White  Wafh,  prepared  from  frejh  burnt  Lime , to 
the  well  fcraped  Walls  and  Ceilings  of  their  Houfes. 
The  Expence  attending  this  decent  andwholefome  Prac- 
tice is  very  trivial ; One  Horfe  Load  of  Lime  (Value 
Seven  Pence  Halfpenny ) being  perfectly  fufficient  for 
the  Ufe  of  at  leaft  twelve  Cottages . * 

In  Regard  to  the  eligible  Treatment  of  the  epidemic 
Diforder  remitted  to  our  Care,  we  can,  from  the  nu- 
merous and  well  attefted  Fails  of  Experience,  confident- 
ly aver,  that  agreeably  to  former  Obfervations,  the  im- 
mediate Exhibition  of  an  aitive  EMETIC  has,  in  a 
great  Variety  of  Inftances,  not  only  relieved  the  prefent 
febrile  Symptoms,  but  frequently  and  effectually  pre- 
vented their  future  powerful  Recurrence.  With  thefe 
Views  it  has  been  generally  recommended  to  Patients  of 
£ this  Dilcription,  as  the  firft  and  moft  beneficial  Remedy. 
Antimonial  Preparations,  fometimes  critically 
promoting  a falutary  Determination  to  the  Surface  of 
the  Body,  in  the  early  Periods  of  Difeafe,  would  have 
been  certainly  injurious  in  the  further  Progrefs  of  it. 
Of  the  ftimulant  Sudorifics  employed,  Serpentaria 
DecoCtions  and  the  Volatile  Alkali  were  the  chief. 
Opiates  became  requifite  whenever  a State  of  Irrita- 
bility and  Inquietude,  originating  from  previous  Lan- 
gour  and  Relaxation,  diftrefsfully  prevailed  -y  and  were 

for 

* The  ingenious  Reflexions  of  Drs.  Percival  and  White,  with  thofe  of  the 
late  celebrated  Mr.  Howard , (from  whence  many  of  the  preceding  Intima- 
tions have  been  extracted)  will  moft  amply  and  fatisfaXorily  expand  this 
important  Enquiry. 
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for  the  moft  Part  highly  efficacious.  In  the  terminating 
Stage  of  Fever,  Mosch,  and  more  efpecially  Camphor, 
united  with  Cardiacs  in  Dofes  of  ten  or  fifteen 
Grains  taken  every  two  or  three  Hours,  fenfibly  ob- 
viating the  delirious  Tendency,  and  mitigating  the 
Violence  of  the  fpafmodic  Contractions,  gave,  in  fe- 
veral  Cafes,  the  pleating  Profpedt  of  a certain  Recovery; 
which  the  regular  and  abundant  Employment  of  the 
Bark  afterwards  perfectly  accompliffied. 

In  the  DISBURSEMENTS  for  the  paft  Year,  the 
Article  of  Wine  will  appear  to  have  been  remarkably 
expenfive.  Coinciding  with  our  general  curative  In- 
dications, and  the  various  Remedies  qualified  to  fulfil 
them,  we  gratefully  acknowledge  the  humane  Interpo- 
fition  of  a generous  PUBLIC,  and  the  LIBERALITY 
of  Private  BENEVOLENCE,  enabling  us  to  afford 
a Supply  of  this  moft  neceffary  Cordial ; which,  as  it 
is  our  Comfort  in  Time  of  Health , is  alfo  our  Succour 
in  that  of  Dijeafe . To  this  Source  of  highly  permanent 
Relief  may  be  probably  imputed  the  Succefs  which  has 
fortunately  accompanied  our  zealous  Endeavours ; and 
we  confequently  account  this  Mode  of  extending  the 
Aids,  a principal  Improvement  to  the  original  Plan  of 
this  Charity. 

To  the  CLERGY  of  every  Denomination  we  would 
wiffi  to  acceptably  prefent  thofe  Effufions  of  refpedtful 
Gratitude,  which  a perfect  Senfibility  of  their  Benefi- 
cence and  Humanity,  in  repeatedly  and  pathetically 
fupporting  the  Interefts  of  this  Charity,  affectionately 
excites.  At  a Period  when  a baneful  Epidemic,  with 
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peculiar  Malignancy,  almoft  univerfally  raged,  and  a 
liberal  Supply  of  WINE  and  other  CORDIALS  (Re- 
medies highly  efficacious)  was  abfolutely  requilite, 
they  had  the  Goodnefs  to  judicioufly  aid,  and  happily 
effectuate,  its  benign  Intentions. 

The  diftinguifhed  Regard  which  this  Difpenfary 
continues  to  obtain  from  the  REGISTER  of  the 
ROYAL  HUMANE  SOCIETY,  by  the  regular  and 
frequent  Tranfmiffion  of  its  Reports  and  Communi- 
cations relative  to  the  important  Subject  of  interrupted 
Animation,  will  meritorioufly  folicit,  and  certainly  re- 
ceive, our  bell  Acknowledgments. 

We  may  here  alfo  very  properly  advert  to  that  valu-
